older than the 3,8 billion years it 
was thought to be.

current estim ates are between 
4.4 billion and 4.6 billion years.

Stratocruiser while the tour-engine 
propeller-driven plane was flying 14 
miles east of the canal over the 
Israeli occupied Sinai Peninsula. 
The spokesman said seven of the 
eight crew m en aboard were killed. 


Israel Broadcasting said Egyptian 
troops on the canal s west bank were 
/Seen from the Israeli-held east bank 
hustling to don helmets and taking 
up battle stations in a state of alert. 
It said Israeli “ forces are in a state 
of readiness matching the general 
situation. 


Egypt's semiofficial Middle E ast 
New Agency said the downed plane 
was a Boeing transport and it m ade 
the announcement several hours 
after a m ilitary spokesman in Cairo 
had said the “ Egyptian air defense 
system ' shot down an F4 Phantom 
tighter-bomber.

TOKYO 
(U P Ii — Japanese Finance 
Minister Mikio Mizuta said Saturday Japan 
will not revalue its currency upward 
unilaterally because to do so would hurt the 
nation s interests. 


Arriving from London at Tokyo Airport. 
Mizuta issued a statement ruling out the 
possibility that Japan will increase the 
value of the yen on its own. as it has been 
pressured to do by the United States 


He said the revaluation would jeopardize 
Japan s national interests and said Japan 
will continue to let the yen iloat. Mizuta 
said it would be ‘total nonsense 
to return 
to a fixed rate of exchange unless the 
values of all the world s currencies were 
realigned

value 
Saturday since the government permitted 
the currency to float against the dollar 
Aug. 28. It hit 337 08 yen to one U.S. dollar 
in trading Saturday, a 6.8 per cent increase 
in value from the tormer fixed parity ot 360 
yen to the dollar. 
The act of permitting the value of the yen 
to float upwards was a form of revaluation

President Nixon s cutting the dollar s tie to

opened an investigation Friday into the insurrection at 
Attica State Prison. Four doctors, meanwhile, said inmates 
told them several convicts were shot as thev lav on the 
ground or tried to flee when authorities stormed the prison 
to end the five-day revolt. 
In Albany, a bomb exploded Friday night in a washroom 
serving the ninth floor offices ot the State Correctional 
Services Department in the Twin Towers Building about 
one block from the Capitol. 
The radical Weatherman group claimed credit for the 
bombing, which police said caused extensive damage to the 
washroom but no reported injuries. 
, 
In Buffalo, a group ot lawyers who met earlier in the day 
with the convicts charged guards have threatened some 
inmates with death in the wake of the uprising which left 10 
hostages and 30 prisoners dead 
“Their psychological state of mind in many instances is 
one of great fear because although the seige is over, many 
of them continue to be subjected to death threats from 
correction officials, 
said Haywood Burns, a spokesman 
for the National Conference of Black Lawyers. 
Both the lawyers and the four doctors said thev saw welts 


and bruises on the bodies of the convicts. 
“There was no move made to harm the hostages, there 
was no general response ol resistence and the tight 
organization that prevailed during the period of the seige 
was such that the persons and the security force assigned to 
guard the hostages were assigned to them for the purpose 
of protecting them 
Burns said 
Burns said that on the basis of interviews with the 
convicts, “ the general response at the time of the assault 
was tor the inmates to drop to the ground and protect 
them selves and save their lives in the face of the onslaught 
of firepower 


The charges of reprisals came as Rep Claude Pepper. D- 
Fla., and four other members of the House Select 
Committee on Crime began an investigation into the riot 
and police assault. 


After conferring m New York City with Gov Nelson A 
Rockefeller, the group left for Attica where it toured the 
prison and talked with authorities. 


Pepper, the com mittee chairman, said his panel planned

Five Lompoc airplane enthusiasts 
are on their way to Reno, Nevada 
today to compete in the National 
Reno Air Races, Sept 19-26 
For Red Blackburn, it will be 
something he s been wanting to do 
tor a long time. 
i ve been flying as a hobby since 
1947,’ says Red. "But I ve wanted 
to race an airplane around a pylon 
since I was a little kid. I ’m a big kid 
now. and I'm going to do it. 


Red will be flying a tiny biplane 
(two tront wings) which he built 
himselt from scratch over a period 
ot tour years 
Red caught the race 
fever again last year when he went 
to the Air Races as a spectator. He 
came back and gave the bug to his 
friend Tony Ebel. who owns a 
biplane similar to Red s. 


So for the past year the two men 
have "been busy modifying their 
planes, setting their sights on this 
year's Air Races. 


Dan Lalee. another Lompoc flight 
bull, will take his midget mustang 
plane to the Races, but won't be 
flying it himself. 
Waldon Cooper and John Schmidt 
will accompany the three plane 
owners and 
serve as alternate 
pilots. 


Air racing, for those not familiar 
to the sport, consists ot flying an 
airplane at high speeds in and out of 
a series of pylons (towers) that 
make up a course. 
At Reno the 
course is 34 miles long and has six 
pylons. 
Each individual race will 
consist of 10 laps around the course, 
or 35 miles. 


Things get a little hairy when 
you re flying at about 190 miles per 
hour, 25 to 50 feet above the ground 
around pylons. 
Especially when 
there are seven other planes trying 
to beat you to the finish line. 
"Those pylons come up pretty 
last." says Red. "Every decision s 
got to be the right one. The idea is 


to go as fast as you can and stay out 
of other peoples way." 
Neither Red nor Tony have any 
previous 
sanctioned 
race 
experience. 
They will have only 
three days to learn the intracacies 
of living the Reno course. 
For Tony, the thrill of precision 
flying will be nothing new. He took 
his first flying lesson 43 years ago 
and has logged more hours in the air 
than Superman. 
"Red talked me 
into racing. 
Tony said. 
” Up to 
now. 
I've been 
doing 
mostly 
acrobatics.' 
Aviation acrobatics 
are what you watch a pilot do and 
wonder how he keeps his lunch 
down. 


Nobodv will get rich from the 
Reno Air Races. Total purse in the 
"Sports Biplane" class which Tony 
and Red w ill be entered in is $10,000. 
The class winner will take home 
$1,400; $600 will go to second place. 
And the competition will be stilt. 
Only the 24 fastest planes in the one- 


lap 
time 
trials 
(like 
those at 
Indianapolis) will compete for the 
prize 
money. 
The 
fastest 
16 
qualifiers in the time trials will 
compete in two separate heats, with 
the top four in each heat meeting in 
the eight-plane championship heat. 
In order to qualify, a pilot will 
have to average about 120 mph in the 
trials. 
Red feels that he can push his 
recently rebuilt plane to an average 
between 150 and 160 mph. 
The tiny biplanes look barely big 
enough to lift their pilots off the 
ground. Tony's plane weighs 1,000 
pounds when gassed up. It was built 
strong for acrobatics so weighs 
somewhat more than Red s, built 
for racing. The planes develop 140 
horsepower.

- (NEA) - Chris Edward 
Speier is a rookie shortstop who has played virtually 
every game this season for a pennant-winning team. 
Unique? Right. 
In the modern annals of baseball, only Alvin Dark (re­ 
member him?) can claim the same distinction. He was 
the full-time regular for the Boston Braves (remember 
them?) in the pennant-winning year of 1948. 
If you’re a figure buff, you might want to argue Pee- 
Wee Reese of the 1940 Brooklyn Dodgers, but he played

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in only 84 games. Or Maury Wills of the 1959 Los Angeles 
Dodgers, but he didn’t arrive on the scene until mid­ 
summer. 
Chris Speier, on the other hand, has been the first-line 
shortstop (baseball’s equivalent of the middle linebacker) 
from the first day he arrived at the Casa Grande. Anz., 
training grounds of the San Francisco Giants in mid- 
February of 1971. Only manager Charley Fox, a coy Irish 
tenor, didn’t tell him that at the time. Charley, in fact, 
didn’t tell Chris he had made the team until two days 
before the National League season opened. 
“ I figured then,” says Chris, “ the only way he’s taking 
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me is to be the starter.” 
“Figure” is a big word in the tight lexicon of young 
(21) Speier. As the Giants jog serenely toward their first 
title, Western Division version, in nine years, with Chris 
making an animated daily contribution at the plate and 
in the field, he says, “ I figure I’m a better hitter and 
fielder than I’ve shown this year. I figure I can hit .275 
and up.” (His average, since a mid-summer slump, has 
been around the .250 level.) 
On the realities of being in the big leagues, he adds, 
“I figure there is one in 10,000 chances to be here, and 
I’ve got it.” 
It beats last summer in Amarillo, his first in organized 
baseball, and small, strange hotel rooms on a bus circuit. 
With the Giants he can live at home in his native Ala­ 
meda across the bay. He can also appreciate the dif­ 
ference professionally. 
“ It’s like from here to the North Pole atmosphere,” he - 
says. “ In Amarillo, if you went 0 for 4, you were ticked ... 
off. If I go 0 for 4 here and we win, I don’t give a damn.” 
He has pale blue eyes and raggedy brown hair and his >, 
face hasn’t picked up the weather lines of long exposure ,rj 
on many different infields, but there’s a deceptive matu­ 
rity in his attitude and his performance. 
“He plays like an older guy,” says Steve Hamilton, the 
veteran relief pitcher and one of the few Giants who has 
experienced the pressure of being on a first-place team. 
“ He’s the best shortstop I’ve ever seen on the Giants,” 
says pitching coach Larry Jansen, whose observations 
go back 24 years to his own debut as a Giant hurler. 
Although an obvious talent, a rangy 6-1, with one of the 
great throwing arms in baseball, Chris’ original inten- < 
tion out of Alameda High School was to be a college man. 
The Washington Senators had drafted him three years 
ago and offered an $8,000 bonus to sign, but he went to 
the University of California at Santa Barbara instead on 
a baseball scholarship. 
“ After playing varsity as a freshman,” he says, “I 
realized three more years at the same level of play 
wouldn’t help me in a baseball career.” So when the * 
Giants plucked him again in the special phase of the 1970 « 
draft, he turned pro. One year of all-star apprenticeship , 
in the Texas League got him promoted to the big club. 
And ended his life as a scholar. 
“Why should I go back now?” he shrugs. “ I don’t have 


any big interest in school. I am interested in what’s going 
on in the world—a major league player is also a human 
being. I don’t have to be false, put on a facade. I’m social­ 
ly aware. But right now this is my whole life.” 
He points around the airy locker room where, across 
the way, Willie Mays has been hitching on the same Giant 
uniform for 20 years. And Chris, too, belongs.

Antique clocks and oyster soup 


It was Pinedorado Days in 
Cambria. Tight pockets of 
people 
mulled about 
the 
midway. Concession booths, 
a casino, old-time cartoon 
flicks 
and 
kiddie 
rides 
mingled 
with 
redolent 
smoke from the barbecue. 
The barbecue reminded 
us we were hungry. We had 
made reservations at the 
Brambles, a dinner house at 
the south end of Lee Street 
off Main. But that was a 
couple of hours away. 
Cambria is about 90 miles 
from Lompoc up the coast 
on Highway I. The old road, 
which meandered over and 
around the secluded narrow 
hills 
and 
valleys 
from 
Cayucos to Cambria, was 
freeway-ized in the 1960's 
with 
a wider, 
straighter 
two-lane highway. But one 
can 
still travei a small 
portion of the old road from 
the top of a high ridge 
looking down into the deep 
pine-scented valley which 
harbors Cambria and the 
panorama 
of 
higher 
mountains 
beyond. 
The 
entrance to the city from 
the old road is memorable 
for its beauty. However, if 
expediency is your bag, the 
new road continues to the 
west, bypassing the Main 
Street district of this tiny, 
but growing town. 
Among the attractions on 


either side of the midway 
that day were a hobby and 
crafts show in an old one- 
room 
schoolhouse and a 
melodrama 
waiting 
for 
curtain time in a white 
frame community building. 
Surrounded by the pines, 
mountains, and an orderly 
crowd, we were content to 
wander 
on 
down 
Main 
Street. We scoured antique 
and gift shops and poked 
around 
in 
art 
galleries, 
expanded to the outdoors for 
the event. 
The largest outdoor art 
show, however, was a paint 
brush of a different color. It 
was a free-for all. Junk art 
that wasn t junk, fine art 
that wasn't fine.. Art looking 
like every other dime-store 
print; 
other works truly 
imaginative in perspective 
and fulfillment. Chain saw 
art and psychedelic flour 
sack 
anim als. 
Welded 
sculpture 
shaped 
into 
antique 
and nostalgic 
windmills, old trains, early 
vintage 
motorcycles. 
A 
woman who specialized in 
painting mushrooms, set off 
w ith 
s p e c ia lly - m a d e 
frames. 
Mushrooms. 
We 
were 
hungry. 
But we 
were 
thirstier still. The Brambles 
served beer and wine with 
meals, but no hard liquor. 
With an hour to go, we drove 


down Lee Street up the 
winding 
mountain 
road 
shaded 
with 
pines, 
and 
topped out at the Cambria 
Pines Lodge. 
The Lodge is old by West 
Coast Standards. But the 
tiny bungalows were mostly 
full. Like covered wagons, 
they 
encircled 
buildings 
housing 
the 
swimming 
pools. (There are four on 
the 
grounds). 
The 
main 
lodge 
is 
quite 
large, of 
stained redwood log effect. 
The walls in the lobby are 
galleried with paintings and 
poems about the Lodge. One 
poem is written by Lillian 
Bret Harte. The cocktail 
lounge 
was 
lit 
diffusely 
through 
stained 
glass 
windows. A huge piano bar 
extended to the middle of 
the room. The ceilings were 
of acoustical cork 
It was 
nice. Our drinks were less 
impressive. 
It was dinner time. The 
Brambles is a low, rambling 
structure 
with 
latticed 
windows. 
There are five 
dining rooms angling off 
from each other in different 
directions. 
Often 
it 
is 
difficult to determine where 
one begins and the other 
ends. 
The 
south 
side 
overlooks what is now a dry 
stream bed that eventually 
disappears into the ocean. 
The walls are covered with 


antique plates and other 
decorative pieces. A large 
antique 
v a le t 
stands 
sentinel at the door of the 
lobby, which is arranged 
with antique mantel clocks 
for sale and other antiques, 
which are not for sale. 
Some 
of 
the 
antiques 
lending character to the 
restaurant 
were 
shipped 
from 
New 
E n g la n d , 
according to Mrs. Bryan 
Hume. Mrs. Hume is the 
Brambles co-owner with her 
husband, who is chef. (The 
young couple also owns the 
Dover 
House 
across 
the 
s t r e e t , 
w h ic h 
accommodates an overflow 
of 60 diners. The hours are 
the same, but the menu is 
different, 
with 
more 
emphasis on seafood > 
Awaiting every diner is a
